e Ere 1t now the intention of our diſcourſe 
» ./ to dwell upon ſo Noble a Theame,I might 


_ quickly run beyond the limits of thoſe few 
ſheets to whichTam tied, in relating the glory and 
antiquity of this famous City. For as the Romans, 
to dignifie their great and potent City of Rome, de- 
duc'd the originall thereof from the Gods tthem- 
ſelves; fo doe allo our own ,Hiſtorians draw the 
foundation of this mighty City from as high a be- 
ginning, It being by themaftirmed -that Brute de- 
ſcended from the loyns of Zxeas,the ſon of Yerns,the 
daughter of Jupiter, above a thouſand years before 
the Nativity of Chriſt, builc this _ upon the 
banks of the River Thames. It was afterward re- 


; rods and beaurifi'd by King Lud, and call'd after 


his name Lxd's Town, and in proceſle of time, with 
a' ſmall depravation of the pronunciation, Lovdon. 
But kr} my the firſt foundation of it , the un- 
controul'd and fortunate eftate thereof even to this 
day, hath m_ evident proof that it was builtina 
lacky hot, and mark'd.out for life and a long con-

 tinuance. There ' being no City that hath more 


flourifh'd, nor any City thachath been lefle afflicted 
with calamities. And indeed whether we confider 
the Politique government thereof, or the wealth of 
the Inhabitants,or the priviledges which it enjoyes,

it. Mark the publike government thereof, and ſay, 
where is lefle diſturbance among ſuch a multitude of 
men throng'd together. Conſider tbe.order and 
gdecorum of the military force, being furniſhed with

defence thereof, as no where is toÞe found the like. 
:Confider the fair proviſions made for poor and lick, 
and fay where are to be found Alms-houſes and 
Hoſpitals of larger extent and greater maintenance. 
And though the learning of the Nation have 
its proper ſeat and hes , yet hath it for the 
admiration and recreation of {trangers, Schools, Li- 
| braries and Colledges of no ſmall note and fame. 
And whereas Common-wealths and Cities cannot 
have next under God any ſurer foundation then the 
_ = good will of one —— ond, ar as 
- alſo of the le obeying to the Magiſtrate Ruling, 
that alſo is Lolly ke __ Geng in this City. * 
And now I have ns, mention of the Magiſtrates of 
thisCity,I ſhal likewiſe ſpeak ſomething of the Anti- 
quny of the government now in _— It 1s true, 
that in old time the government of this City-with 
.the Law and cuſtoms us'd therein, were regilter'd in 
a book call'd Dozens Dei or Doomſday beok, which 
was written in the Saxon language; but of latter 
times when thoſe Laws and cuſtoms were. chang'd, 
that book was defac'd, and the things therein im- 
-bazld and leſt. Notwithſtanding wedo findin other 
Records, that in the time of Edward the Confeſlor, 
this City had two Governours, which were then 
called Portgreves, which were no other then thoſe 
who at this time are called Sheriffs. For theſe Port- 
greverare in divers Records called Yiſconets or She-

riffs, becauſe that they thenus'd the ſame authprity 
as now the Sheriffs do. Others there be that cl 
them Aldermer ory udges of the Kings Court. In 
the time of Eawird the Caonfellor, there were two 
"officers of this nature that governd thisCity,by name 
William Biſhop, and one other called Leoff#ave, In the 
timeof #24. the Conquerour,the aforeſaid Will.Biſbop 
and one Godfrey were Portgraves or Sherifts. In the 
reign of Wil]. Rufus, one Gedfrey de AMagnavile was 
Portgrave or Sheriff ; and Richard de Par, Provoſt or 
Major. In the reign of Richard the firſt, Hugh Buthe 
was Portgrave and Leofſtane Provoſt After them Aubery 
de vere was Portgrave, and Robert Querel: Provoſt, | In 
this peſture of government ſtood the City. till. the 
beginning of the reign of Richard the firſt. Which 
gave occaſion to ſome Authors to-liken-and compare 
this City evento Rome it ſelf, It being in the firſt 
lace divided into Wards : and ſecondly, having 
heriffs inſtead of Conſuls, and.an aflembly of Sena- 
tors or Aldermen, together with ſeveral Courts, or 
general meetings upon certain dayes. - Now that we 
may come; to the Office of Major in-particular, we 
muſt takenotice that in the time of King Richard the 
firſt, the Citizens of Loxdox obtained to have a Major 
for their principal Governour, who was to enter into 
his Officeat the feaſt of St. 24zchae! the Arch-Angel. 
Of the grandureof this dignity I ſhall ſpeak more at 
hrge by and by ; It ſhall ſuffice at preſent to ſay-thus 
muck in reference to the preſeat occaſion,that above 
fifteen of thoſe who have ſate.in this ſeat of honaur 
and dignity, have been members of the worſhipful 
company of 8kzzers; ſo fruitful hath that ſociety

While the Lord Maior was taking hisOath before the 
Barons of the Exchequer, both patties began'a-tharp 
incounter one againſt the other, which continuing fcr 
a ſhort ſpace, the green colours ſounded a parley;

friends, 'Th us, bcing unired z rhey attended the 
Lord Maiors taking po amnine , and as foon as he 
Wwasonthe VVarcr,thcy all'togerher gave him another 
voily,as acknow!cdging b m thcir preſent Governour, 
and the greard Guns "alſo gave hima Thundring fare- 
well as he pais'd by. Thence, returning to zhite- Hall

On the 
Pageant ſtood two Leopards beſtrid by. two Moors , 
attzrd in the habir 6f their Country ;. at the foure Cor+ 
ners {ate four:Virgins arraid in Cloth of Silver, with 
their haire diſheveld, and Coronets on their Heads. 
Thisſeem'd to be the embleme of a City penſfive and
